To  the  Managers  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital: 

The  number  of  admissions  rose  to  211 . The  average  duration 
of  treatment  at  the  Hospital  was  shorter  than  usual.  One  hundred 
forty-six  patients  were  discharged  recovered  or  improved.  The 
following  table  shows  the  psychoses  of  admissions  and,  as  usual, 
indicates  that  dementia  praecox  and  manic  depressive  psychoses 
are  represented  in  the  admissions  to  a much  greater  number  than 
in  most  mental  hospitals :

T reatment 

From  the  first  day  of  the  Hospital  year  insulin  shock  therapy 
has  been  given  in  especially  prepared  rooms  set  aside  for  that  pur- 
pose and  accommodating  ten  or  twelve  patients.  During  the  year 
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64  patients  have  finished  this  treatment,  the  illness  having  lasted 
from  twelve  years  to  one  week  before  the  admission  to  the  Hospi- 
tal. The  very  encouraging  number  of  22  cases  has  recovered  and 
maintained  recovery.  In  addition  to  this,  4 patients  recovered  and 
relapsed  and  several  were  improved.  For  the  first  year  the  heavy 
expenses  of  this  hospital  unit  were  borne  by  the  John  and  Mary 
R.  Markle  Foundation  and  for  the  coming  year  this  fund  is  making 
it  possible  for  us  to  investigate  the  reasons  for  the  success  of  this 
and  other  chemical  treatments. 

Prolonged  Narcosis  has  been  used  chiefly  for  patients  in  manic 
depressive  excitements.  It  has  cured  some  and  lessened  the  dis- 
turbances caused  by  others.  Small  doses  of  a sedative  drug  have 
stimulated  the  appetites  of  depressed  patients. 

A specialist  in  disorders  of  internal  secretions  has  made  regu- 
lar rounds  with  our  staff.  Many  attempts  have  been  made  by 
glandular  therapy  to  quiet  agitation  and  relieve  other  symptoms. 

Dental  prophylaxis  and  treatment  was  brought  to  239 
patients. 

Physiotherapy  was  given  to  319  patients. 

In  the  Occupational  Therapy  Department  there  was  activity 
in  the  shops,  on  the  wards  and  in  the  gardens.  Courses  were  given 
to  men  and  women  nurses.  The  occupation  teachers  have  also  kept 
open  the  library. 

Musical  Activities  have  continued  in  ward  singing  and  in 
work  with  individual  patients.  The  music  teacher  has  also  given 
lessons  in  German  and  French  and  co-operated  in  recreational 
activities. 

Neuro-Psychiatric  Clinic 

The  clinic  at  Eighth  Street  has  been  open  on  two  afternoons 
each  week  and  has  treated  292  new  patients  and  358  patients  who 
were  continued  from  former  years.  In  this  clinic  the  electro- 
therapy section  gave  2684  treatments  to  262  patients  of  whom  over 
half  were  surgical. 

Of  the  new  patients  treated  the  most  numerous  were  the 
psycho-neurotic  cases  numbering  102  and  the  neurological  cases 
numbering  66.  Most  of  the  patients  were  referred  from  Pennsyl- 
vania Hospital  Clinics. 

Medical  Staff 

Staff  meetings  have  been  conducted  daily.  In  addition,  courses 
were  given  on  neurological  conditions,  on  the  psychoses,  on  the 
medical  psychologies,  and  on  the  psychoneuroses. 

On  July  first.  Dr.  James  A.  Flaherty  replaced  Dr.  Braceland 
as  Clinical  Director,  and  on  September  first  Dr.  Hughes  replaced 
Dr.  Farr  as  Chief  of  Laboratory  Services.  Dr.  Farr  continues  to 
aid  the  out-patient  service,  and  both  Dr.  Farr  and  Dr.  Hughes 
retain  their  connection  with  the  Institute. 
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Courses  for  staff  physicians  have  continued  through  the  whole 
year,  bringing  in  information  from  many  fields  of  medicine. 

Laboratories 

As  usual  there  has  been  an  increased  demand  for  clinical 
laboratory  tests,  especially  in  blood  chemistry.  Much  of  the  lab- 
oratory time  has  gone  into  research  problems. 

1.  Under  the  Markle  Fund  there  has  been  a study  of  the 
effect  of  insulin  shock  on  the  central  nervous  system  of  cats,  a study 
of  the  effect  of  raising  the  calcium  content  of  the  blood  in  agitated 
patients,  and  a study  of  the  hormones  in  dementia  praecox. 

2.  Under  the  Masonic  Fund  there  has  been  a companion 
study  of  the  effect  of  Metrazol  on  the  nervous  system  of  monkeys. 

Schools  of  Nursing 

In  the  women’s  school  there  are  now  nine  general  hospitals 
sending  an  average  of  45  affiliating  students  every  three  months, 
the  Jefferson,  Misericordia  and  Pottsville  Hospitals  being  addi- 
tions this  year.  Twenty-four  students  completed  the  six  months’ 
graduate  course.  In  a ten-year  period  ending  November  30,  1937, 
307  graduate  nurses  and  818  affiliate  nurses  completed  these 
courses  in  psychiatric  nursing. 

In  the  men’s  school,  which  offers  full  three  years’  training, 
38  students  were  enrolled.  This  school  was  registered  by  the 
New  York  State  Board  as  of  July  16,  1934.  The  period  of  affilia- 
tion in  a general  hospital  was  increased  from  eleven  to  twelve 
months.  It  is  fortunate  that  we  have  been  able  to  retain  the  same 
staff  nurses  from  year  to  year. 

Financial  Statement 

This  year,  possibly  because  of  new  methods  of  treatment, 
operating  income  increased  more  than  operating  expenses  so  that 
the  year  ended  with  a surplus  of  $8,700  which  was  absorbed  by 
deficits  at  the  Farm  and  at  the  Institute.

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Report  of  the  Institute

To  the  Managers  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital: 

The  work  of  the  Institute  in  research  and  teaching  is  inter- 
twined with  the  interests  of  the  Department  for  Mental  and 
Nervous  Diseases.  There  was  a slow  but  constant  increase  in  the 
average  number  of  patients  from  the  first  of  the  year  to  the  last. 

Patients 

Patients  have  come  to  the  Out-Patient  Department  or  to 
occupy  rooms  because  of  mildly  toxic  disturbances,  including 
fatigue  changes,  neuroses,  internal  secretory  changes,  and  children 
with  reading  difficulties. 

The  number  of  resident  patients  has  increased  to  a higher 
level  this  year.  This  steady  increase  of  patients  reflects  not  only 
the  increased  usefulness  of  the  Institute,  but  also  the  value  of 
adding  the  younger  men  to  the  staff  who  have  been  trained  at  the 
Institute  in  recent  years.  It  is  now  easy  to  see  that  as  the  clinical 
practice  of  these  men  increases  the  intake  of  resident  patients  will 
be  rapidly  accelerated.  The  natural  result  will  be  operation  of  the 
Institute  then  on  a “pay  as  you  go”  basis  without  the  large  deficit 
experienced  in  past  years. 

The  total  number  of  admission  of  resident  patients  for  the 
year  was  517.  Of  these  180  were  first  admissions.  The  re- 
maining 337  were  return  admissions,  of  patients  who  return  fre- 
quently for  short  residence  to  obtain  rest  or  rehabilitation  during 
a time  when  they  may  be  spending  part  time  at  work,  home  or 
elsewhere.  There  is  an  increasing  number  of  patients  who  find 
much  help  while  making  difficult  environmental  adjustments,  in 
spending  week-ends  or  a few  days  at  the  Institute  once  or  twice  a 
month,  over  a long  period  of  time.  It  is  now  realized  that  the 
clinical  and  personal  problems  dealt  with,  are  often  the  type  of 
problem  which  needs  supervision  and  aid  over  some  extended 
periods  of  time.  This  contrasts  with  the  “acute  illness”  type  of 
problem  common  in  hospital  experience  elsewhere. 

The  Institute  and  its  staff  now  functions  as  a community  unit 
on  which  many  educational  institutions,  social  agencies,  churches 
and  individuals  depend  for  advice  and  constant  aid.  A community 
need  is  being  met  in  a practical  manner.  Without  further  de- 
velopment of  its  function,  the  Institute  now  justifies  its  presence 
in  the  community  as  a service  organization.  In  addition  to  its 
clinical  work  with  nervous  illness,  its  scope  of  work  in  mental 
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hygiene  is  shown  by  listing  the  types  and  numbers  of  institutions 
to  which  it  contributes  constant  service: 

Four  medical  schools 
Eight  colleges 

Seven  private  or  special  schools 
Ten  high  schools 
Nine  social  agencies 

Eight  Protestant  and  Catholic  Churches 
Seven  hospitals

well  as  in  the  Philadelphia  area,  and  does  not  include  the  work 
done  in  several  special  agencies  and  institutions.

The  Consultation  Clinic 

It  is  interesting  to  note  the  steady  increase  in  service  given 
to  patients  directly  referred  by  local  physicians,  hospitals  and 
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social  agencies,  comprising  82  per  cent  of  all  the  Consultation 
Clinic  patients.  Practically  all  of  these  patients  are  unable  to 
afford  psychiatric  consultation  and  treatment.  Out  of  2415  clini- 
cal hours  of  examination  and  treatment,  2279  hours,  or  94  per 
cent,  were  patients  who  could  afford  but  $1.00  (or  less)  fees,  and 
35  per  cent  of  all  patients  were  entirely  free  rate. 

A constant  effort  is  maintained  to  be  selective  in  accepting 
cases  for  continued  treatment,  in  order  to  give  service  where  the 
need  seems  to  be  the  greatest. 

The  general  character  of  the  out-patient  work  continues 
very  much  as  in  former  years. 

The  Nursery  School 

An  increased  enrollment  during  the  major  portion  of  the  year 
brought  the  average  number  of  children  enrolled  to  about  21. 
Children  from  three  to  five  years  of  age  are  attending  and  the 
school  serves  a very  worthwhile  purpose  for  the  families  in  the 
West  Philadelphia  and  nearby  areas. 

Institute  Extension  Department 

Partly  as  an  outgrowth  of  the  very  active  nursery  school  work, 
and  partly  to  develop  greater  use  for  the  old  Parent  Council 
Library,  the  Institute  Extension  Department  has  been  developed 
during  the  latter  part  of  the  year.  This  work  has  been  developed 
and  carried  on  by  Mrs.  Marian  Paul  in  conjunction  with  her 
nursery  school  duties.  Mrs.  Elma  Harper  kindly  volunteered  her 
full-time  services  to  reorganize  the  library  and  make  it  suitable 
for  active  and  efficient  use.  Mrs.  Harper  has  completely  cata- 
logued and  reorganized  the  library  in  such  a manner  that  it  now 
is  being  more  actively  and  intelligently  used  by  many  individuals 
and  community  groups  throughout  Philadelphia. 

The  Institute  Extension  Department  now  arranges  for  indi- 
vidual and  group  memberships  to  the  Extension  Library,  holds 
study  and  discussion  groups  for  mothers’  groups,  parent-teacher 
groups,  and  various  social  agencies. 

The  Psychological  Department 

Because  of  increased  demands  for  special  assistance  to  nearby 
schools  and  educational  units  some  additions  to  the  staff  were 
necessary.  Katharine  P.  Bradway,  M.A.,  was  added  to  the  staff 
on  September  1st,  1937,  and  Frank  C.  J.  McGurk,  M.A.,  psycho- 
logical “interne,”  on  October  1,  1937. 

In  addition  to  the  encouraging  increase  in  all  phases  of  work 
in  the  program  of  the  Psychological  service,  a special  piece  of  re- 
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search  has  been  undertaken.  Through  funds  made  available  by  the 
Smith,  Kline,  French  and  Co.,  a full-time  psychological  research 
in  the  fields  of  Benzedrine  Sulphate  investigation  and  insulin- 
shock  therapy  in  schizophrenia  is  being  carried  on.  This  parallels 
the  medical  psychiatric  work  done  in  this  field  before. 

Buildings  and  Grounds 

A new  green  for  outdoor  bowling  was  roughly  completed 
near  the  swimming  pool.  It  will  be  ready  for  active  use  in  the 
early  spring. 

An  experiment  for  convalescent  patients  not  in  position  to 
return  to  their  usual  work  or  environment  was  begun  in  the  old 
Franklin  School  quarters  on  a cost  basis.  A few  patients  who  do 
not  need  the  special  intensive  help  or  supervision  of  the  Institute 
at  times  do  not  feel  ready  to  break  into  full  time  work  or  residence 
elsewhere.  Living  quarters  for  a selected  group  are  now  available 
in  these  special  quarters,  and  meals  are  taken  in  the  nurses’  dining 
room.  This  unit  wall  show  its  effectiveness  more  fully  after 
more  patients  have  used  it  temporarily,  three  only  being  in  resi- 
dence at  present. 

A forge  has  been  made  ready  for  use  in  the  service  buildings. 
Men  patients  of  the  arts  and  crafts  department  will  find  wrought- 
iron  work  an  interesting  addition  to  the  crafts  available. 

Financial  Statements  and  Acknowledgments 

The  deficit,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  financial  statement  on 
another  page,  is  again  a heavy  one.  This  is  natural  in  pioneer  work 
in  which  a great  deal  of  the  time  of  physicians  is  given  to  out- 
patients who  are  accepted  either  free  or  at  very  low  rates. 

The  psychiatric  work  of  the  Institute  as  well  as  of  the  De- 
partment has  been  made  possible  by  generous  contributions  from 
the  Rockefeller  Fund,  the  John  and  Mary  R.  Markle  Founda- 
tion, and  a grant  from  the  Supreme  Council  of  33rd  Degree 
Masons. 

For  the  benefit  of  Institute  patients.  Dr.  Arthur  H.  Gerhard 
has  generously  given  $3,000.  This  nucleus  of  an  endowment  fund 
is  sincerely  appreciated  by  the  Managers  and  Staff. 
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Teaching  and  Lectures 

In  the  Medical  School  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  the 
staff,  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Strecker,  has  given  the  courses 
offered  in  the  first  three  years  and,  in  addition,  in  the  fourth  year 
has  conducted  bedside  teaching  in  the  Department. 

In  the  Graduate  Medical  School  of  the  University  Dr.  Bond 
vi^as  appointed  Vice  Dean,  and  the  w^hole  staff  has  given  courses 
to  graduate  students  enrolled  for  the  year  and  to  a group  of 
psychiatrists  from  the  State  Hospitals  who  attended  special  courses 
given  for  ten  weeks.  For  the  first  time  psychiatrists  trained  in 
Child  Guidance  have  given  special  courses  to  graduate  students  in 
Pediatrics. 

Mental  Hygiene  lectures  to  the  first  year  class  of  Women’s 
Medical  College  have  been  given. 

Dr.  Matthews  has  conducted  ward  sections  in  Psychiatry  and 
lectures  in  Neuro-pathology  in  the  Jefferson  Medical  College. 

Lecture  courses  primarily  for  the  staff  but  open  to  members  of 
the  County  Medical  Society  were  given  from  October  to  April 
by  different  staff  members. 

Dr.  Appel  conducted  a course  of  seven  lectures  of  more 
general  nature  to  ministers  of  Lancaster,  Pa. 

Lectures  in  Psychiatry  and  Mental  Hygiene  have  been  given 
at  Bryn  Mawr,  Swarthmore,  and  Villa  Nova  Colleges,  and  the 
School  of  Education  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania.  Some  of 
the  staff  participated  in  teaching  for  the  Council  for  Clinical 
Training  of  Theological  Students. 

Lectures  have  been  given  to  nurses  in  the  Children’s  Hospi- 
tal, the  University  Hospital  and  to  students  at  the  School  of 
Occupational  Therapy  and  at  the  Pennsylvania  School  of  Social 
Work. 

Dr.  Strecker  gave  the  annual  address  at  the  New  York 
Society  of  Clinical  Psychiatry.
